polis, Invaded Tosemite National Park 
and filed water claims there, for the 
generation of electric power, which he 
subsequently assigned to San Francis- 
co. A survey had 
previously been 


made under the direction of Marston 
Manson, without the authority o£ the 
Government. 


The Federal 
Government, judging 


from a letter received today by Reg-is- 
terer J. D. Maxey of the United States 
Land Office here, evidently regards Mr. 
Manson and his surveyors as intruders 
and resents his invasion o£ the park 
by refusing- to grant the water rights 
for which filings were made by Phe- 
lan. 


In the letter to Maxey, E. R. Hitch- 


cock, the department secretary, states

Judge F. B. Ogden. 


It is alleged that A. C. Barrie, who is 


he Pacific Coast representative of the 
Simmons Hardware Company of 
St. 


Louis and a man of large means, grew 
tired >ot the -woman he had sworn to 
ove and'protect, and that he took this 
means of disposing of her. 


Since her incarceration in the Insane 


asylum, It is claimed, no one has been 
allowed to see her except by a written 
order from the husband, and that he 


steadfastly refuses to Issue any such 
order. 


The application 
for 
the writ 
of 


habeas corpus is signed by Mrs. Mary 
M. Herrick, a sister of Mrs. Barrie, 


who resides at Berkeley. 


According to the application, Mrs. 


Barrie, on October 1, 1902, was taken 


from her home in Berkeley without her 
consent and against her will by her 
husband and his nephew, 
Frederick 


Wade, and delivered to Drs. Robertson 
and •'Smith at Llvermore, under the 
pretext that she was insane. 


Mrs. Herri'ck further declares that 


Mrs. Barrie is "not insane or of un- 
sound mind, but, on the contrary, is in 


full possession of all her mental fac- 
ulties and Is In no way mentally un- 
balanced." 


It is alleged that Mrs. Barrie has one 


daughter, Adelaide May Barrie, aged 


15 years, who Is not permitted to coF-~ 


respond with, or to see her mother. 


Barrie, it Is alleged, is paying $150 


a month for the support of his wife at 


the private asylum and $30 a month 
for the support of the daughter, who is 
living at the home of the Wades in 
Berkeley. 


"A number of prominent people have

said Attorney Creeley today, "and the 
Humane Society lias now taken the 
matter up.

Admiral Frank Wildes of the 
United 
States Navy died suddenly on board 
the steamer China yesterday morning. 
He was on his way home from China 
on sick leave, when death overtook 
him. 
Admiral Wildes, as Junior Rear-Ad- 
miral, had charge of the fleet In Ma- 
nila and about the Philippine Islands. 
He had been on the station since June, 
1902. 
From the first the trying climate 
seemed to be too much for the officer. 
Under the strain of the continued heat 
and excessive humidity he constantly 
lost strength until finally the Naval 
Board of-Survey stepped In and 
the 
Admiral was condemned as physically 
unfit for duty, and ordered home to re- 
cuperate. 
It was reported that upon 
Admiral 


Wildes' arrival In this country, if the 
sea voyage brought his health back, 
he was to be placed in charge of the 
Bremerton Navy Yard. But the invig- 
orating sea air did not work the cure 
hoped for. 
From the 
time 
Admiral 
Wildes 


boarded the China at Hong Kong he 
seemed to get lower and lower. 
In 
Honolulu he was unable to leave 
his 


berth. He finally died February 6th, at 
10:30 
a. m. The body was embalmed 
and brought into port. 
Admiral Wildes was about 55 years 


of age and had spent his life In the 
navy. He had held many important as- 
signments. Wildes was appointed from 
Massachusetts and his family lives in 
Boston.

House of 


Lords is Not Over-Strenuous. 


Commoners and 
educationists -who 


watch the debates in the upper house 
are amused by the easy-going meth- 
ods of the peers and the smaller im- 
portance they sef on their dignity than 
is the fashion in the other house. 
The 


Lord Chancellor, as 
president, takes 
part in debate as freely as any one 
else. He simply steps aside from the 
woolsack and becomes a. debater, re- 
turns to his seat and. resumes his func- 
tions as president. 
In committee he 
sits with the government,wearing a wig 
and gown, and leads in the discussion 
along with the Duke of Devonshire. 
In the Commons the Speaker calls 


on the orator i£ two or more members 
rise. The Lords rule themselves. One 
gives way to another; or, If thAcode of 
courtesy fail, the 
House 
settles the 


precedence and may 'divide 
upon it.- 
The other nlgrht the Bishop of Here- 
ford rose to speak; his neighbor and 
right reverend brother pulled him back 
on to the bench. The Bishop of Here- 
ford thereupon restrained the rev«rend 
prelate In turn with a gentle hand and 
allowed Lord Tweedmouth to catch the 
the ear of the House. 
The woolsack Is no more sacred than 
the crossbenches. Peers sit upon it and 
chat to the Lord Chancellor or to each 
other, and occasionally the small figure 
of Lord. Halsbury is half hidden by 
Conservative and 
Liberal 
members, 


who use his official seat as a pleas- 
ant lounge, half 
way 
between their 


benches and the door. In committee 
members sit beside the chairman at 
the table. Lord Roseherry prefers the 
seat on the chairman's left, when he is 
about to speak. In the House of Com- 
mons no member would dream of en- 
croaching in such a 
manner on the 


Speaker or the chairman of commit- 
tees. 
The Lords also permit messen- 


gers to pass freely up and down the 
floor, which would be a breach of priv- 
ilege in the Commons. 
The side of the House on which a 


peer sits is no sure indication of his i 
views. 
Unionists still sit opposite the | 


Government along with the Liberals. 
Lord Halifax, the leader of the High 
Churchmen, whose views on the Edu- 
cation bill are the antithesis of Lord 
Spencer's, nits behind the Liberal lead- 
er. So does Lord 
Camperdown, and 


from that place he ta,kes the liberty of 
lecturing and criticising the "red Earl." 


A singular survival is the fashion of j 


the tellers, who carry little wands as ' 
they count the members voting. They 
stand inside the House and touch each 
peer or Bishop on the shoulder with 
the cane as he enters from the lobby, 
and so count tho strength of their side. 
From 
the 
open galleries peeresses 


look flown on the House, but It Is 
doubtful if they hear much. The Lords 
are not very clear speakers, and many 
of them are not audible In the public 
and press galleries.—London Mail.

The Faculty C'lub found Its origin at the 


Dining Association. 
There several pro- 


fessors were accustomed to meet at lunch 
around a rprtaln table.

Here the idea of a 


faculty 
club-house 
originated.

fire department under the same system 
now 
in 
vogue in 
connection with 


the truck company than it is under the 
present volunteer system. He believes, 
however, that a fully paid department, 
as suggested by Trustee Mackie, would 
cost the city $40,000 a year. 
The plan which is now in force with 


regard to the truck company Is to pay 
the men for the work actually per- 
formed. The members receive $5 every 
time they turn out In response to a fire 
alarm. 
This rate would not neces- 


sarily apply to all companies, in what 
would be termed a call paid depart- 
ment. 
There is only one truck com- 


pany In the city, and the requirements 
are that it go to every fire, no matter 
In what section of the city it is lo- 
cated. 


With reference to the hose companies 
a somewhat modified rate of remunera- 
tion has been suggested. This is bas- 
ed on what the firemen call an inside 
and outside alarm system. This pro- 
vides for dividing the city Into fire 
districts. 
Companies within the dis- 


tricts would be required to respond to 
all alarms within the district, and the 
members receive for their services $5 
for each fire. Those outside the dis- 
trict would be required to respond to 
the alarms, but would be only requir- 
ed to go to the boundary of the district 
and remain at specified stations until 
dismissed, or until 
a second 
alarm 


might be sounded, in which event the 
member's of the "outside" companies 
would be called upon for active service. 
The compensation for 
members 
of 


"outside" companies would be $2.50 for 
each fire, but in cuse.s 
where 
they 


might be called upon for extra service 
they would be paid the same as mem- 
bers of companies Inside the district. 


This genera! plan has been figured 


out by Charles Bueck of 
the 
truck 


company. According to the figures of 
the last year and the experience of 
the department as to the number of 
fires, it would cost the city about the 
same as the present volunteer system, 
which is now claimed to be unsatis- 
factory.

Baron Hugo C. Kruger, 
the 
Russian 


nobleman whose fall from affluence, pov- 
erty and subsequent sudden acquisition of 
wealth 13 welt known to many citizens of 
Oakland, where he formerly lived, died In 
Wiesbaden on January 5th and today his 
will was filed for probate in this county. 
By the terms of tho will A. X. Welan- 
der of the Theodore Gler Company and 
other- Oaklanders receive the bulk of his 
estate. 


Baron Kruger was the son of Baron Ja- 


cob Carl Kruger, a wealthy nobleman of. 
Kiga, Russia. He wag baron of tho no- 
bility and early in youth he developed a 
faculty for lively company. 


About thirty years ago ho became en- 


tangled with an actress and was banish- 
ed from his home by his parents. 
Then 


he began wandering about the world and 
visited 
almost 
every country, cm the 


globe, working as a waiter, a bar-tentler 
or in any other position to earn a meager 
living. 


But through all his trials and tribula- 


tions, 
he never lost his distinguished 


bearing and gentlemanly manners. 
In 


appearance 
he 
bore a striking resem- 
blance to Emperor \Yilliam of Germany. 
About seven years ago Iv earns to Oak- 
land, but his hard luck followed him. He 
was in a pitiable condition over GO years 
of age. when Theodore Gier and 
"Gus" 
Welander 
took compassion on him. Ho 
was sent to the Gier ranch at Napa as a 
sort of pensioner, and it was while there 
he received news that an uncle in Rus- 
sia had died, leaving property valued at 
about 370,000 ar.rt he was tho nearest or 
kin. This was in 1833. Attorney George De 
Golia was retained to secure possession 
of 
the property, and nftt-r considerable 


difficulty he secured most of it for his 
client. 
In October 1900 the Baron decided to so 
to Europe and he took "Gus" Welander 
with him as his guest. 
After traveling 
extensively in Kuropo, tho latter return-

Cannot Boycott in Order to 


Drive a Rival Out of 
, 


Business. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 7.—A blow 


at an embyro trust in this city -was 


struck by Judge Hunt this morning 


when he declared that boycotting, when 


accompanied -with overt acts of in- 


timidation In business, is a violation of 
the law. 


The declaration was made In a de- 


cision rendered by the court in 
the 


case of the Sacramento River Co-oper- 
ators, a corporation, against Porter 
Brothers, L. Scatena & Company, Mc- 
Donough & Runyon, Mmaker & Well- 
banks, the Ten Per Cent Commission 
Association and other produce com- 
mission merchants, engaged In boy- 
cotting the plaintiffs. 


The plaintiffs are Included in a cor- 


poration of farmers and fruit growers 
having places of business in this city 
for selling their products. 


They claimed that they had a profit- 


able business, and the defendants, ten 
in 'number, all of whose names were 
not given in the complaint, controlled 
the wholesale trade in San Francisco 
and in order to monopolize that trade 
and to prevent lawful competition, and 
particularly to drive plaintiffs out of 
business, formed an unlawful combin- 
ation; and in furtherance thereof they 
notified all of plaintiff's customers to 
cease dealing with 
the 
Sacramento» 


river farmers. 


The notVe was accompanied with a 


threat that if it were disregarded, the 


monopoly would not sell the retailers 
any goods whatever. 


It was also shown in court that the 


defendants surrounded the Sacramento 
River 
Company's headquarters 
and 


frightened away intending: purchaser* 
by threats of boycotting them. 


The result was damage to the Inde- 


pendent firm, which asked for $1X5,000. 


In an elaborate opinion, Judge Hunt 


concludes: 


"It thus appears that the highest ap- 


pellate tribunals of 
several ot th« 


States of the Union, substantially con- 
cur in supporting the doctrine that the 
interests of competition in trade will 
not sanction coercion or intimidation ot 


a. rival trader, or of the customers or 
pa'rons of the trader. 


"That a combination, formed to pre- 


vent one from carrying on a. legitimate 
business, by intimidation of, or threats 
leveled against the customers, Is un- 


lawful; that it Is not within the sphers 


of legitimate competition to adopt a 
practice and policy of menace to de- 
stroy the business of another; and s 
person thus inflicting injury upon an- 
other is amendable to such injured 
party In damages. 


"While a passive policy of withdraw- 


al of ail business relations with a rival 
tradesman is legitimate, threats and 
intimidations of his customs are not." 


The court overruled the defendants' 


demurrer and gave them ten days to 
answer the complaint.

THE FIRST STEAMBOAT. 


' There is a bill before the West Vir- 
ginia Legislature 
providing for the 


.erection of a monument to James 
Rumsey, who was the first man to In- 
vent a boat propelled by steam power. 
There is a. popular impression that 
"Robert Fulton was the first to utilize 
steam power for propelling vessels, but 
that Is a mistake, although it Is true 
that Fulton's Clermont was the first 
boat to be successfully navigated by 
steam. 
James Rumsey built a boat 


'propelled by steam several years be- 
fore Fulton experimented, and It was 
tested on the Potomac 
river in the 


presence of George Washington and 
other prominent national figures. 


- Ramsey's boat was an imperfect de- 


vice, however, and has never been util- 
"ized since, although his Idea embodied 
a. correct mechanical principle. 
In- 


stead of paddle wheels or propeller, hts 
boat was urged 
forward 
by 
water 


sucked In at the bow and discharged 
under the stern, 
combining 
suction 


•with propulsion. It was reserved for 
Fulton to successfully apply the same 
mechanical idea with the puddles wheel. 


Rumsey was a resident of Charles- 


town, Jefferson 
county, 
(West) Vir- 


ginia, and was a noted inventor in his 
day. 
He went to 
Kngland 
to enlist 


capital in his steamboat enterprise, but 
the Napoleonic wars and the war of 
1812 made his venture fruitless. 
His 


Inventive genius has been adopted and 
utilized by others who camo after him, 
and although ho died 
without 
ever 


realizing his hopes he deserves graceful 
remembrance, for his experiments con- 
tributed much to the mechanical in- 
vention and progress of this country.

We can understand why Los Angeles 


or Seattle papers should endeavor to 
frighten people into staying awiiy from 
San Francisco on account of bubonic 
plague, but we are unable to fathom 
the motives of the 
Sacramento and 


Stockton journals that are engaged in 
whooping up the plague scare. 
The 


damage inflicted on San Francisco by 
encouraging the 
preposterous notion 


that there is danger of visitors con- 
tracting plague in that city must In- 
evitably react 
on Sacramento 
and 


Stockton. An article printed 
in the 


news columns of the Tribune last 
Thursday shows how timid people are 
deterred from visiting this section of 
the State, and what wildly exagger- 
ated notions have gained circulation 
abroad as a consequence of the publi- 
cation of sensational and highly col- 
ored statements. 
^ 


Any man acquainted at all with San 


Francisco knows that plague has not 
disturbed anybody, 
and 
that 
Is as 


vague a thing at the Palace Hotel as it 
is at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
All the al- 


leged deaths from plague, have been 
among the habitues of Chinatown, and 
all the victims but six were Orientals. 
The disease Is not endemic and it has 
never been epidemic, although its pres- 
ence was first reported three years ago. 
All the circumstances oppose the the- 
ory that it has ever 
become enden- 


Ized, for the cases have been Isolated, 
indicating sporadic development. 


There Is not a single recorded in- 


stance of the bubonic plague becoming 
endemic, pandemic or epidemic in a 
country where modern sanitary reg- 
ulations prevail. During the last cen- 
tury cases of 
the 
disease fre- 


quently appeared in the ports of Eu- 
rope, principally along the Mediter- 
ranean coast, but no epidemic ensued. 
Even in Marseilles and Naples, cities 
noted until the last few years for un- 
sanitary conditions, the plague did not 
obtain a foothold. It always died out 
or disappeared. At one time the plague 
was endemic throughout Europe, al- 
most pandemic, but it passed out of 
existence long ago, and 
has never 


spread in any European country for 
more than a hundred years. The his- 
tory of the plague is that it rages for 
a while, then subsides, and gradually 
dies out, disappearing altogether in 
countries where 
it is not endemic. 


Even In countries where it is endemic, 
such as Syria, Egypt, China and In- 
dia, 
it only becomes epidemic at in- 


tervals. 


The plague raged for 
thirty-three 


weeks when it visited London, and that 
is about the 
longest epidemic of the 


disease in Europe. Its epidemic dura- 
tion in Marseilles, Naples, Rome, Flor- 
ence and Bordeaux was for a less pe- 
riod in each place. 


It Is alleged 
to have 
been in San 


Francisco for three years, yet the total 
deaths charged to it number less than 
a. hundred. This fact alone Is ample 
proof that local conditions are unfa- 
vorable to its spread. 
Added to this is 


the broad general fact that the plague 
has never raged in any place that was 
even moderately clean. However, we 
are glad the Legislature has appro- 
priated $100,000 to thoroughly inves- 
tigate the plague situation and root 
the disease out if it exists. The best 
thing that can be done now Is to give 
the widest publicity to the unvarnished 
facts. 
San Francisco cannot be in- 


jured by telling the plain truth, but 
she is being injured by concealment on 
one hand and exaggerated and sensa- 
tional reports on the other.

MAKES 30,000 NUTS A DAY. 


By a recent invention about 30,000 


nuts, complete and finished in every 
particular, can be turned out 
in the 


course of one working day, with lit'.lc 
or no attention. The stock is fed to 
the punch In the shape of a long tape 
of metal from 
a 
reel. The 
punch- 


plunger pierces the hole and cuts the 
nut from the blank strip. 
The nut is 


then carried into a way on the bed and 
led to the tapping spindle. After the 
thread has been cut the tap Is revers- 
ed and backed out. A tapping spin- 
dle at each side of the machine pro- 
vides for the 
alternate 
tapping and 


carrying of the nut. The machine can 
be adjusted to make.any style or size 
nut.

A BATTLE GROUND. 


About the most interesting fcaturo of 


the approaching scrimmage will be in the 
Fortieth district, where Jesse Marks has 
so long held sway. 
Before 
the recent 


split occurred between Colonel Burns and 
the railroad camp 
everything was al- 


ways harmonious in the Fortieth. 
Marks, 


Burns, Fletcher, Ach and Gunst always 
worked together In the district and It be- 
came a veritable rock of Gibraltar as fat- 
as organization was concerned. 


Last summer, though, complications be- 


gan to arise. 
The break between Burns 


and the railroad brought about the cum- 
binlns of Issues by Martin Kelly and the 
Colonel. 
Now Kelly had been a thorn 


in the side of the railroad for some time. 
Ho was not satisfied with being a boss 
and carrying out the wishes of those In 
control of 
aftalra—he 
-wanted 
to 
run 


things himself. 
This 
independence of 


action, after a while, became more than 
galling, for Kelly at last arose in open 
revolt and became an open enemy of the 
Southern Pacific Interests. 


With this vendetta on, the alliance of 


Burns and Kelly added, fuel to the flames. 
Jesse Marks, the acknowledged leader of 
the Fortieth, was In a quandary. Nat- 
urally, he was a Burns man, but, at tho 
sama time, a great many of his friends 
were In the other camp-, and It worried 
him to decide what to do. However, he 
did not attempt to cross any bridges un- 
til he reached them, and he succeeded 
in fencing off every side proposition until 
at the last the council test came. 


When It did arrive, It landed with both 


feet. 
Marks was 
the acknowledged 


sponsor of Sussman, who had been elect- 
ed to the Assembly and Bauer, who had 
reached 
the Senate. 
The 
anti-Burns 


people demanded of Marks that he Influ- 
ence Sussman to vote for Flsk for Speak- 
er and Bauer to sign the caucus call and 
cast his Jot with the,Perkins forces. To 
make the situation all the more compli- 
cated, Henry Ach and Mose Gunst made 
it a personal Issue with Marks. 
They 


told him that If he did not advise his two 
legislators as 
requested, 
ho would not 


only lose their political .friendship, but 
that they would fight him In his district 
in future. 


Marks wavered for a while, but finally 


cast his lot with Colonel Burns and went 
down to defeat. 
He now realizes, there- 


fore., that In the coming contest for su- 
premacy he will be opposed by many of 
those who, in the past, have been mainly 
instrumental 
In 
his 
victory. 
Colonel 


Burns, realizing that the onslaught on 
Marks ts a personal one on his account, 
will in duty bound be compelled to make 


a fight for his ally, BO In the Fortieth 
district will be witnessed the real test 
of strength. 
Each side Is already pre- 


paring for the fray and a lively contest 
Is promised. 


WHO WILL BE MAYOR? 


To date, nothing- has been decided as 


to who will be the choice of the Republi- 
cans for Mayor. 
Ruef Is making a vig- 


orous effort to have the nomination go to 
Schmitz again, and It was with this ob- 
ject In vlr-w that he decided to bring tho 
Primary 
jgue into the fold of the reg- 


ular organization. 
He is now, too, put- 


ting forth a strong argument as to why 
Schmitz should be retained aa the city's 
executive. 
It Is as follows: 


The Democrats are going to nominate 


Franklin Lane—that seems as 
good aa 


settled. The hu^e vote given Lane In the 
city Is the point made by his friends as 
to why the nomination should be tender- 
ed to him upon a silver platter, for they 
say he -would sweep the city with ease 
aijair.st any man the Republicans could 
nominate. The fact that he received al-

IH conceded in all quarters that no one 
can be elected Mayor of San Francisco 
under the prevailing conditions, unless he 
receives a goodly percentage of the labor 
vote. 


Ruef claims that Schmitz Is the only 


nian, who can successfully compete with 
Lane and he makes the point that the 
Republicans should he willing to tender 
the nomination to one who is an avowed 
Republican, no matter, though, he may 
he regarded 
as the 
representative of 


labor. 
On the axiom of "between two 


evils, choose the lesser," he thinks, there- 
fore, that the Republicans should tako 
Schmitz, the Republican labor candidate, 
rather than Lane, the Democratic cham- ( 
plon of the toilers, and he makes the ad- • 
dltional point tlmt the past two years 
have proved that capital has nothing to , 
fear at Schmitz' hands, whereas It would 
bn a matter of experiment with Lane, if 
he became Mp.yor as a result of the labor 
support.

Business men 
would 
unquestionably '. 


| prefer this last contingency to any of the 
others, for, with a labor candidate in the 
field, with nothing to recommend him but 
his alliances with the toilers, they rlo not 
think he could possibly be elected. The 
reason Schmftz was 
successful 
is not 


considered by them .so much due to the 
efforts of the workingmen as to the 'Re- 
publican votes he got as a result of the 
defection of the Primary League and the 
personal opposition to We'lls. 


This is the situation that is now being 


confronted, and it is singularly delicate 
for many reasons. 
In the first place, the 


temper of the workingmen must be cau- 
tiously tried out so that It can be defi- 
nitely ascertained whether 
or not they 


will follow the leadership of Schmitz as 
against Lane. 
If this much can be ac- 


complished, some good politics will have 
to be done to induce the Republicans to 
accept Schmitz, for, although everyone la 
willing to admit that Lane will be elect- 
ed if he Is nominated by the Democrats 
and endorsed by the workingmen, at the 
| same time, most of the old-guard Repub- 
licans say that it will be better to be. de- 
feated and go down with principles and 
colors flying, than to make an alliance 
that may provo very disastrous in the 
future.

This isn't the only place In -which

for sending a request for an early re- 
ply in the same envelope as an Invi- 
tation to a dinner at the White House. 
At flrst sight this course seems some- 
what crude, but a Washington news- 
paper says that It is necessary. Mrs. 
Roosevelt knows the weakness of the 
so-called smart set and If she desired 
to have a successful dinner party, it 
was imperative that she insist on an 
immediate reply to her cards. Hither- 
to the body of the elite has declined 
tha exertion of replying to dinner, tea, 
breakfast and luncheon cards. Mrs. 
Roosevelt suffered from this 
annoy- 


ance on many occasions last season. 
This winter she determined to force 
the people of her set to do the polite 
act, since their sense of the fltness of 
things did not prompt the courtesy. 
The Capital City is unique in that its 
ultra social set Is said to possess fewer 
manners than any city In America. In 
any other place, a man or woman who 
did not reply to invitations to formal 
functions would be marked, and after 
a season they would be spared the ne- 
cessity, either of answering Invitations 
or attending the functions. When the 
youngest daughter of Senator and Mrs. 
Foraker, Julia, was married to Francis 
King 
Wainwright, 
of 
Philadelphia, 


seven hundred invitations were sent to 
the breakfast which followed the nup- 
tial ceremony. A week before the wed- 
ding only sixty-nine people had accept- 
ed the Invitation, and less than twenty 
had replied regretting the Impossibility 
of attending. 


"Before the wedding day about one 


hundred and fifty had made their in- 
tentions known in regard to the func- 
tion. 
Facing the possibility that all 


who had not declined would attend the 
breakfast, preparations were made to 
entertain over five hundred guests. 
Lack of ordinary courtesy required in 
such cases gave Senator and Mrs. 
Foraker several hundred dollars worth 
of useless expense, a great deal of un- 
necessary trouble, not to mention the 
feeling that they were shabbily treat- 


I ed by those who neither came nor sent 
regrets. 
This Is Just one instance of 


a dozen similar ones, and may explain 
why Mrs. Roosevelt asks that her din- 
ner cards be promptly acknowledged."

It is then that no city in 


South America presents such a charm- 
ing display of female beauty; for

\vomen are more fair and well man- 
nered. 


At first sight, whether at her win- 


dow or on the plaza, the most attrac- 
tive thing about the gentle sex is her 
lebozo or shawl. 
She Is never visible 


without it, and it is gracefully worn, 
rlropecl on the head, with one end fall- 
ing in front of the left shoulder, and 
the other end passed in front of the 
face and then thrown behind. Thus 
It is head-dress, cloak and mantle. By 
havins a slip cut in It, it also becomes 
a bonnet. 
Always briffht-hued, com- 


monly scarlet or crimson, It is met at 
the neck -with lace or embroidery, and 
Is always becoming to the wearer. 


The women in rehozo and with In- 


different style of gown, may be said 
to possess some style. 
The men, on 


their part, are as gorgeous, if not as 
stylish* Their RliVy is the pants, and 
a Caracanian pair of pants is a won- 
derful article of apparel In every way. 
And the ways are many! The styles 
are diverse. It is nothing strange to 
see men whose pants are 30 inches in 
circumference at the knees. 
Others 


are skin-tight, anil the 30! Inches would 
measure their length. But still there 
are 
good fits, (tailor-made, 
proper 


length, and—a style that Is all their 
own.

That style consists In—buttons. In 


them the pants are often 
gorgeous. 


They are of silver; or at least some 
bright metal, and a double row inter- 
laced with a silver cord, runs up each 
outside seam. 
Sometimes an entire

Presidents and former Presidents are 


human. Just like other persons, and there 
!s no doubt that they ."keep tabs" on each 
other out of the corners of their eyes. 


To begin with. George Washington, of 


course, had no predecessor in the Presi- 
dential office, and so he became the first 
and only former President when he re- 
fired. Jn irjr, and as he died two years 
later, his successor. John Adams, was 'the 
sole foi-mer President when Thomas Jef- 
ferson came to the White House in 1801. 


In 
1S09. 
when Madison took office, 


Adams and Jefferson were both living, 
nnd Madison being succeeded by Monroe 
in 1S17, the latter had three former Presi- 
dents living during his administration. 
This wad a Rood many watching him all 
at onco. 


.With the coming In of Harrison, in 1841 


there wero three of his predecessors to 
keep an eye on him—Adams, Jackson and 
Van Buren. Tyler. Harrison's Vice Presi- 
dent, becoming President by the death of 
Harrison, was a former President when 
Polk came In. In 1S45, so that Taylor, be- 
coming the head of the nation In 1849, 
found" three of his predecessors alive— 
Polk, Tyler and Van Buren. Three seems 
to be tho average number. 


Taylo.- died In office before any 
of 


these 
had passed away, and Flllmore, 


Vice President, who succeeded him, be- 
came a former President In 1863, making 
three then living at the Inauguration of 
Pierce. Polk having died in 1S49. These 
three survived, to be joined by Pierce In 
1S57, and by Buchanan In 1861, and Lin- 
coln, coming in this year found the great- 


eat 
number of former President that 


were ever before or have been since, 
five — Van Buren, Tyler. Pillmore. Pierce 
and Buchanan. Probably the five former 
President didn't bother so great a man as 
Lincoln at all. 


Before tho four years of Lincoln's ad- 


ministration were over. Van Buren and 
Tyler have died, and at the beginning of 
Johnson's career as President, In 1865, 
there we.-e but three former Presidents— 
Flllmore, Pierce and Buchanan. Pierce 
died in 1869, Flllmore in 1874 and John- 
son in 1875, so that In the last three 
years of Grant's stay at the White House 
there 
was no former President living. 


Such a thing had not been before since 
Washington's 
time. 
When, 
in 1877, 


Hayes succeeded Grant, the war hero 
was the only living former President. 


With the retirement of Arthur and the 


entry of Cleveland, in 18S6, Graftt, Hayes 
and Arthur were the former Presidents. 
Grant died in 1S85, Arthur in 1886, and 
at Harrison's Inauguration, in 1889. Hayes 


Cleveland 
were the former Presi- 
and 
dents. On the return to the White House 
of Cleveland, Hayes and Harrison surviv- 
ed, 
but 
Hayes died within the year. 


When McKInley took the reins In 1897, he 
had 
two predecessors 
alive— Cleveland

VALUE OF RARE COINS 


Coins are prized by the true collector 


for their variety, apart from their in- 
trinsic value, and are invaluable to the 
student of archaeology. 
Even the less 


Important science of philately is of man- 
ifold use to tho youthful generation 
in 


enlarging geographical knowledge, 
but 


numismatics widens the view in 
many 


other 
subjects 
a thousand-fold. A 


single coin has often yielded much 
in- 


struction in the history of nations and 


tribes whose written records have been 
lost. 
' 


A few specimens of the most ancient 


and valuable varieties of coinage cannot 
fail to interest those who have not stud- 
ied the subject. 
The branch of numis- 


matics that is most interesting to 
the 


American must be that which deals with 
the early as well as the most valuable 
coins of his own country- The Indian 
sewam and wampum, the Colonial cents 
and shillings, the Bar cent, Rosa Ameri- 
cana, pine-tree shilling and Washington 
cents are a-3 full of inter=-:t and Instruc- 
tion to the student of American history 
as aro the knife and spade money of 
prehistoric China, the Roman pecus and 
aes, the Egyption and Celtic ring money, 
the Babylonian cylinder and the Hebrew 
shekel to the student abroad. 


Tho rarest of all American silver dol- 


lars, 
which command the largest pre- 


mium, is that issued in 1804. There are 
only 
three or four genuine specimens 


known. 


Th-e only one of: the earlier 'dollars be- 


tween 1794 and 1804 which commands a 
high price is. the 1794. The others ha--e a 
•mall premium, varying acordlng to their 
condition. 
Thus 
an 
uncirculated ' 1794 


would bring J50 and more, while one in 
fair condition could be procured for a 
lew dollars. 


The 1S04 half-dollar la also very rare and 


cannot be procured for less than J200. 
Dr. W. C. Prime, one of the best authori- 
ties on American coinage, says: "The 
remarks made on the'dollar of 1804 ap- 


ply also to the half-dollar of the same 
year; we have never seen a specimen and 
might doubt that it ever existed but for 
the fact that a variety of 1S03 Is known, 
of which the die was altered from the 
die of 1S04, and the alteration Is so nporly 
executed that '4' Is more distinct than the 
'5.' " 


The two rarest quarter-dollars are those 


of 1823 and 1827. 


The dimes of 1797 and 1804, if In good 


condition, also command high prices. 


The most valuable of silver half-dimes 


is that of 1802. I have seen one in Balti- 
more for $100. 


There are only four or five among the 


large cents which command high prices, 
but the most valuable of all the United 
States cents Is the one of 1799, which, if 
In good'-condltlon, will easily find a pur- 
chaser willing to pay $oO or more. 


All Colonial coins pervious to the De- 


claration of Independence, if In good con- 
dition, command high prices. But some 
are exceedingly rare, as C'nalmer's shil- 
ling, the Granby copper, the large cop- 
per with the legend "Liberty," parent of 
science and industry," the New England 
shilling and slxpejice, the Carolina ele- 
phant piece, the New England elephant 
piece and the Washington half-dollar of 
1792. 


Among the oldest of coins are 
the 


Chinese Pi-cha'an spade and knife money. 


j The Chinese writers on the origin of 


coins ascribe them to a prehistoric Em- 
peror called Tai Kung, meaning "great 
father," who ruled about 2100 before our 
.era. Chinese folklore tells many wonder- 
ful stories about that mythical ruler. One 
of the wonders attributed- to him waa 
the catching of fishes with a straight 
piece of iron Instead of a 
hook, upon 


which tha fishes would impale themselvea. 


ALASKAN FLOWERS. 


Mrs.' Volney T. Hoggatt of Kentucky, 


who has recently spent several months 
In Alaska, says that as many as 130 varie- 
ties of wild flowers nave been found in 
the district of Nome, between the 6flth 
and C4th degrees north latitude, along the 
coant of Bering sea. I have, spent hours 
and days among the hills and lowlands 
gathering the little waxen petal flowers— 
of every tint and color—so beautiful and 
dainty In texture and color that they 
seemed as you studied them that the 
sweet breath of heaven had but merely 
touched them and left the blushes of love 
messages upon their petals. I found my- 
self acquiring somewhat of a persistent 
fad, in searching for these feather-tinted 
flowers, that I might find one to outrival 
the other In color. I have walked miles 
upon the driftwood, along the overflow of 
the Snake river Ca name very appropriate- 
to this river from Its tortuous windings), 
in search of the cowslip of the deep yel- 
low hue, with long rubbery stems; also a 


small white lily with shell like tinted 
center, with these same rubbery stems, 
which grew along the water's edge. They 
seemed conscious that I was in search 
for them, for they wero in hiding' her* 
and there among the driftwood. 


"The foothills and lowlands that slop* 


down to -the sea, through the months of 
June, July a^id August, are veritable gar- 
dens of wild flowers, mosses, ferns, etc, 
The reindeer moss Is the moss upon 
which the reindeer subsists; It takes th» 
place of grass and grows everywhere In 
abundance. It Is of a silvery gray and 
various shades of green; turns gray after 
frost, but remains nutritious. This mow 
forms beds everywhere for the wild 
flowers and ferns. As you wander through 
! the lowlands following the small etream* 
toward the ir.ijeatlc Sawtooth range, «/HS 
its snow white caps, forming a back' 
ground .to the soft old green of the foof 
hills below, covered with wild flower*, you 
see a picture of grandeur and beauty. 


"Among these* foot hills flowers are to 


be- found In extraordinary 
growth 
and 


strength; the white and* blue 
violets, 


sweet Williams, bluebells, lilies of the val- 
ley, buttercups, marguerites as *arge and 
beautiful aa the cultivated ones. The tall 
forget-me-not In th« rich, delicate blue,' 
and tha white, can be found by the acre, 
spreading Its fragrance. • These, 
to 
my 


mind, are the most bewilderJngly beauti- 
ful of all."

RAILROAD WRECKS. 


s the Public is More to Blame 


Than the Man in the 


Cab—Yard News. 


THE! ALL SAY SO 


NOT ONLY IN OAKLAND, BUT IN 


EVERY CITY *ND TOWN IN THE 
UNION. 


The cycle of railroad catastrophlea 


in -which many railroad employes, as 
•well as individuals of the traveling 
public, have lost their lives or received 
Injuries which have crippled them for 
life, is exciting great interest, not only 
in the wrecks themselves but jn the 
causes 'of wrecks. 


An engineer of long practical expe- 


rience and high In official railway em- 
ployment has this to say with refer- 
ence to the causes of accidents, the re- 
sponsibility of train crews, etc.: 


"The discussion of wrecks and caus- 


es oontributary to wrecks seems to be 
th» fad of the day. This is done, in a 
manner both amusing and disgusting 
to average railroad men who read the 
columns of stuff pertaining to railroads 
and. railway disasters. They seem to 
him the product of a disordered mind. 


"All reports apparently have a ste- 


reotyped form which is filled in by 
each reporter to 
suit 
the 
occasion. 


Many expressions and statements are 
used which show their total ignorance 
of facts. 
For instance, 'The engineer 


reversed his throttle.1 That sounds as 
silly to a railroad man as it would to 
the public to speak of reversing the 
door when it had 
been closed. 
The 


throttle slrnply opens or closes on a 
lever which is pulled out or pushed in 
thereby. 
" 'Reversing the air brakes,' Is an- 
other common error. If translated liter- 
ally it would mean the release of Ihe 
fcrakes instead of applying them. 


"There is no material difference be- 


tween the applying and releasing of 
the air brakes on a. train and those of 
a wagon, except i.i railroad practice 
the drivers' foot is replaced by a pis- 
ton pushed out by air and back to a 
state of rest by a spring. 
"Reversing the engine means throw- 


ing a lever from one position to an- 
other which reverses the path of the 
steam through the cylinders. In case 
of emergency It is second nature to an 
engineer to reverse his engine, or such 
was the case before air brakes were 
used. Now the air brakes will stop the 
train as quickly if not quicker than the 
reversal of the engine, as frequently 
the double stopping power of air and 
steam causes the wheels to slide, thus 
lessening the braking power instead ot 
Incresaing it. The wise engineer does 
not reverse his engine nowadays, if the 
brakes are known to be in good condi- 
tion. 
"The engineer too often comes in for 


blame when the fault is not his at all. 


"If the conductor trot bis just des- 


erts he would many times be farming 
Instead of railroading. By a strange 
comparison the conductor Is likened to 
the captain of a ship. This likeness is 
not correct. The engineer is supposed 
to be second in command and subser- 
vient to the will of the conductor. 


"Yet when disaster occurs the con- 


ductor with his two witnesses, sup- 
ported by officials who have greater 
sympathy for .those in their depart- 
ment, .usually saddle the blame on the 
engineer. 


"The 
traveling 
public 
are more 


train. And passengers are protected 
by his judgment in just the same mea- 
sure as he protects his o\vn life, which, 
If imperiled, 
subjects 
him 
to many 


more dangers than those of the pass- 
engers. 
"Newspapers often make the asser- 


tion that railroad 
nieii 
are so much 


oversvorked that they.become Incom- 
petent to realize danger. This Is rare- 
ly, If ever, true of the average engi- 
neer In passenger service. 
His run 


seldom exceeds 150 or 200 miles per 
day, and under usual conditions, can be 
completed in six hours, at 33 1-3 miles 
an hour. His time per day is seldom 
over 8 hours. If more were left to the 
Judgment of the engineer and there 
was less complaint, at delays by those 
who travel, lives would be much safer 
n transit." 


blameworthy than the engineer or the 
company itself for many of the disas- 
ters which occur- Companies are com- 
pelled to put on fast trains at a higher 
cost, often against their better judg- 
ment on account of the demands of the 
public. Doubling the speed of a train 
usually increases the cost four fold, 
and the liability to accident four hunr 
dred fold. 
But this is being- done to 


satisfy those who wish to travel sixty 
miles an hour for a distance of 120 
miles in order to have thirty or forty 
ir.ore minutes for pleasure or business 
than they would have If the train were 
run at 
a more 
moderate 
and safer 


speed. 
"Not one man in twenty would take 


one trip in the rab o£ a locomotive, 
who sits in luxurious ease in the par- 
lor car and swears 
and grumbles at 


the engineer, who has lost ten, fifteen 
or even thirty minutes In taking pre- 
cautionary 
measures 
in 
preserving 


their lives by slowing down over soft 
track, around curves or through fog, 
smoke or rain. 
"Is it any wonder that the engineer 


feels aggrieved that his best efforts are 
so often misinterpreted and trhappre- 
ciated by the public. 


"If the traveling public were less ar- 


rogant, less 
exacting and the news- 


papers did less howling there would be 
less labor for the coroner. 


"The engineer Is 
the 
responsible

EUROPEAN LOCOMOTIVES 


COMPARED WITH AMERICAN. 


A most Interesting paper was read 


before the Pacific Coast Railway Club 
at Its last session at Portland, Oregon, 
by Mr. McVicker 
who belongs to a 


similar club in Denver. 


In this article the European locomo- 


tives are 
compared 
with 
those of 


America by a man well fitted to make 
such a comparison. 
He has this to 


say about the several European sys- 
sms: 
"The railroad man will consider the 


English locomotive very ugly and out 
of proportion. However the more one 
studies the more he will see that it is 
admirably adapte'd to the use for which 
it is intended. 
The French railroad trains are the 


best I have ever seen not excepting our 
own. 
Their carriages are very com- 


fortable. 
Some have only two trucks 


and do not ride so easily, but their large 
six-wheel steel trucks are as fine as 
could be. The carriages are all com- 
partment cars, with a corridor. This 
corridor is much wider than the En- 
glish cars and more convenient. 


"The English said, when they built 


their roads, that'they would always re- 
main the same. As a consequence 
their tunnels, bridges, etc., are so con- 
structed that they cannot be widened, 
which results in their carriages being 
too narrow. 
"The English engines are small in 


comparison with ours and have Inside 
connection with valve motion; there- 
fore they are inferior to ours. 
Very- 


few English engines have outside cyl- 
inders. 
Some are as large as 19x26, 


but very few. They have no balanc- 
ing valves. 
Their 
chests 
are so re- 


stricted that valves cannot be put in. 
They 
have 
some 
engines 
like 
the 


Hinckley type. ' Consolidation engines 
are just coming in on some of the min- 
eral roads. 
Their weight is much less 


than our engines and we would con- 
sider their heating service as ridicu- 
lously small. 
"The French engines are much more 


complicated and also have outside gear 
only. They have now gone into com- 
pounds which have connected inside 
cylinders. 
To us their engines look 


awkward. 
"They have the ordinary D valves, 


unbalanced, and 
the 
connection be- 


tween the high pressure exhaust 
and 


low pressure chest is by an outside 
pipe. But if you ride about 185 miles 
in three or four hours with one stop 
at the end of the journey you have a 
very good opinion of the design."

founder of the first 
savings 


bank of Oakland. 
He is on easy speak- 


er, and for an .hour and a haJf, without 
even resorting to notes, kept his audience 
interested. 
From the beginning to the 


closo of his lecture he had his audience 
with him. 
The speaker 
was 
warmly 


congratulated at the close and thanked 
by his audience for his instructive talk. 
Mr. Henry spoke In substance as follows: 


"When the early settlers of Oakland 


first viewed their surroundings, they came 
to the conclusion that the founders of San 
Francisco had made a mlstakae In not 
making Oakland the metropolis of the 
Pacific Coast. 
There were ample rea- 


sons why this' should have been done, the 
principle one being that the city was at 
the land's end of the continent with a 
land-locked harbor, where It was feasible 
to bring ship and cars together, which 
eventually Inust needs done and whlcn 
events have proved to be correct. How- 
ever, San Francisco, having been select- 
ed as the metropolis, the pioneers con- 
cluded that time would develope the fact 
that Oakland must occupy the same rela- 
tion to San Francisco that Brooklyn does 
to New York. 
That conclusion is now 


proved beyond the shadow of a doubt. 
Unfortunately, the 
pioneers 
were land 


pcor. 
They had the land on which It 


was possible to build a great city, but 
they lacked the necessary money to build 
with; consequently, the growth from 1865 
to 187G was slow, but in latter years oth- 
ers recognized the future value of Oak- 
land and money began to come in, and 
the true building of the city began. 
But 


many drawbacks had to be overcome on 
account of the 
constant 
wrangling and. 


bickering over matters of public moment. 
The experience of the past should bring 
harmony in publls affairs in the future, 
if results are desired. 


"In 1868 an effort was made to have 


the Central Pacific Railroad, which was 
then being built, come Into Oakland. The

presented a strong opposition to tne hand- 
ful of public-spirited citizens, who_ then 
were foremost in the deevlopment of Oak- 
land, and for a short tima the efforts of 
the opposition were effectual, but' the in- 
trepid few of Oakland realized that the 
short cut from Miles must eventually be 
used, and but a few years elaps^-I before 
they were able to demonstrate the cor- 
rectness of their position. 
The coming 


of the Central Pacific into Oakland was 
heralded to the citizens with great joy 
and ceremony. 
An enormous ratification, 


meeting was held, when the franchise was 
granted to the railroad, and later a great 
ove feast was held 
at Brayton 
Hall. 


But,the citizens soon forgot that benefits 
would accrue and the city bull, up by 
the railroad's efforts and commenced to 
antagonize it, which resulted in the re- 
tarding of the city's progress for a time. 
That antagonism, however, Is gradually 
wearing away and we are happy to note 
the marked progress of the city since the 
favorable turn of the tide in that direc- 
tion. 
A more unified front is being pre- 


sented on the part of the public, which, 
wo hope, will continue to be made mani- 
fest." 


Mr. Henry then went into the history 


of the water supply of Oakland, and laid 
great stress upon the fact that Oakland 
docs not own her own water system to- 
day because of a aeries of weak-kneed 
City Councils. 
He said he has person- 


ally begged the Council three different 
times to buy the various water supplies, 
which are now supplying both Oakland 
and San Francisco, which could then hava 
been purchased at surprisingly low fig- 
ures. 
He went into the history of the 


building in 1860 and 1863 of Lake Tem- 
escal dam and piping Into what is now 
Alden. 
"Mr. Chabot, the builder, with A. C. 


Boardman, the engineer, who was also 
County Engineer," continued the speak- 
er, "after 
a conference 
In which 
Mr. 


Boardman wished to give up hia position 
on the water .works, because of his belief 
that those works ought to belong to the 
people, came to the conclusion to give the 
city an opportunity 
to own the plant. 


Chabot felt philanthropic and offered It 
at cost, because he felt 
that 
the city 


ought to own that water. 
He had ex- 


pended ?20,000, and had the figures to 
show for it. 
The Council, however, re- 


fused to buy, although the pioneers of tha 
city begged the Council to do so. 


"Twenty thousand dollars would also 


hcve purchased, three years 
later, the 


grounds at Ban Leandrq Creek, but that 
opportunity was 
also 
allowed 
to slip 


through their grasp. 
Finally, several 


public-spirited citizens formed a company 
and secured an option from B. S. Doe, the 
owner, on the Niles canyon water ground 
on- Alameda Creek for J30.000, but 
the 


Spring Valley Water 
Company of San 


Francisco was after it and the Cala- 
vc-ras Creek water as well, and finally 
secured both for less than $100,000. 
The 


Niles property held the key to the entire 
water situation, 
a fact which 
the few 


public-spirited pioneers knew, but they 
received such poor encouragement that 
••he company which was formed di~d 
simply because of indifference. 
The 


Council again refused to listen to them 
and though it a crazy idea to pipe 
water 22 miles to Oakland. 
Now that 


they want to own their water, a plan is 
being offered from which endless liti- 
gation will accrue, and I am opposed 
to It. I favor purchasing the exiting 
plant, if possible to do so on a. strictly 
business baais. If that can not be done, 
exercise the right of eminent domain, 
have the 
property .condemned, and 
pay the appraised price. 
Endless law 
suits and fierce competition would cost 
the people rmich more in the long run. 
The existing water company certainly 
will not give up its business without a 
lone struggle and could afford, under 
the circumstances, to wait without divi- 
dends for years to come." 


Mr. Henry then went Into the history 


of the harbor Improvements and the 
effort made to secure them. 


"Col. 
Mendel," he Bald, "agreed with 


the ertiiens that Oakland offered to me 
shipping of tin vorld the bent and *af- 
et land locked harbor, not only on the 


Pacific Coast, but In the world. He 
was then the chief engineer for the. 
Government on the Pacific Coast. He 
proved to be the friend of Oakland, and 
recommended a survey. This was thir- 
ty-four yearn ago, but the harbor ic 
etlll incomplete. 
A great fight was 
made to elect Congressman Page In or- 
der that an appropriation might be se- 
cured. 
Page was a Republican, the 
district was largely Democratic. Page 
came into Alameda county defeated, 
but the votes of Alameda county elect- 
ed 
him. 
A. A. Sargent 
wae 
then 


United States senator. 
He was also 


friendly, and between Page and Sargent 
a survey was ordered. Since that sur- 
vey was made the conditions of ship- 
ping have undergone a radical change. 
The trade with the Orient Is no longer 
6. matter of conjecture, but In fact, re- 
quirements are vastly different, and It 
has become essential that thoso re- 
quirements be met. It has become 
necesary to bond the city and dredge 
the channel ourselves. It will probably 
be necessary to bond the city for 1750,- 
000 for that purpose. This would In- 
sure in two years 
a 
channel deep 


enough for the largest vessels afloat to 
enter and clear the harbor. It would 
also encourage 
ship 
building, -which 


has become an important factor 
In 


the harbor Industries, and Increase as 
well the prestage of our growing Indus- 
tries. 
This action on our part would 


enable our congressional representa- 
tives to appear before the appropria- 


pended. for the first' time in the na- 
tion's history, our own money on the 
government property, which the, gov- 
ernment would be oblig-ed to keep In 
proper condition." 


The speaker cited the action of an 


English firm, one of the largest ship- 
ping firms of the 
world—Balfour, 


Guthrie & Co., as being a certain indi- 
cation of the importance of Oakland 
harbor to the shipping world. 
If this 


company had not believed in the future 
of the harbor, he said, It would certain- 
ly not have expended hundreds of 
thousands of dollars In dredg-ing and 
building 
Immense 
warehouses 
and 
vharves here for the accommodation of 
its own ships. 


The educational institutions and the 


securing of the University were then 
discussed, and their history entered in- 
to, and public and private improve- 
ments -were the subjects of consider- 
able discussion. 
The wonderful in- 


crease of population during the past 
two years, as shown by the census re- 
cently taken by Postmaster T. T. Dar- 
gie, was also cited to prove that the 
prophecies of the pioneers had been 
correct. Oakland, he said, was attract- 
ing attention. Large 
civic demands 


were soon to be made upon the city, 
and it would require a large expendit- 
ure of public money to meet those de- 
mands. The time now more than ever 
before, had arrived when we should 
exercise great care in the selection of 
public city officers. 
Men qualified to 


fill the offices should be elected, he 
said; men who were honest and who 
would have the faculty to stay honest. 
A united stand should be taken on the 
part of the citizens to this end, he de- 
clared. 


In conclusion Mr. Henry predicted 


that Oakland would in the near future 
become a great commercial city and 
shipping port 
quite 
equal 
to. 
San 


Francisco in many respects, practically

men have taken a broad stand. Un- 
der this head comes a branch of .work 
exceedingly valuable to producers, for 
it urges upon women the importance 
of giving first choice to all Callfor- 
nian raised or manufactured goods. As 
women are' the shoppers of the world, 
the effect of this single measure upon 
home trade will be far reaching as a 
stimulus to good work on the part of 
the producer. 


In addition the clubs Individually 


engage in work suited to the locality in 
which they are situated and altogether 
wield an influence which is most de- 
cidedly making Itself felt from coast 
to mountain sides.

Be it Ordained by. the Council of tho 
City of Oakland, aa follows: 


SECTION 1. 


All ball moneys and balance of bail 
moneys in the possession of the Bailiff 
of the Police Court which have been re- 
mitted by tho Judge of the Police Court 
and which are not caller: for, shall bo 
Paitt into the City Treasury o.' Uio City

Be it Ordained by the Council of the 
City of Oakland, as follows; 


SECTION I. 


For the valuation of the property con- 
tained therein, the City Assessor in here- 
by authorized and directed to procure 
by making written request th»refor 
In 
the name of the City ot Oakland, aa pro- 
vided in Section 3.053 of tho 
PolUleal 
Code, a copy of the assessment roll of 
the County 'of Alameda, so far as said 
roll pertains to property within the City 
of Oakland. 


SECTION 2. 


For the assessed value thereof, tho City 
Assessor is authorized and directed to 
procure, by making written request ther*-- 
fore in tho name of tho City of Oakland, 
a 
description of all personal pvdperty 


within the limits of the City of Oakland, 
whenever tho tax on such property for 
the year 1903 is collected by the County 
Assessor. 


SECTION 3. 


This ordinance shall take effect im- 
mediately upon Its approval.

for said franchise or privilege a sum not . 
less than ten per cent above the highest 
sealed bid therefor, and said 
bid so 
made, may be raised ten per cent by anj 
other 
responsible 
bidder present, and 
said franchise or privilege shall be finally, 
struck off, sold and granted by said City 
Council to the highest bidder therefor, In 
Gold Coin of tho United States, and said 
successful bidder shall be required to de- 
posit with said City Council, or such per- 
son as it may hereafter direct, the full 
amount of his or its said bid, wltafn 
twenty-four hours thereafter; and in case 
he or It shall fail so to do, then the 
said 
franchise 
or privilege shall bs 
granted to the next highest bidder there- 
for. 


The said City Council shall exact and 
require from the successful bidder 
for 
said franchise a satisfactory promise and 
undertaking to permit and allow mail 
carriers in the employ of the 
United 
States Government, at all times while 
engaged in the actual discharge of duty, 
to ride on tho cars of the street railroaxi 
authorized thereby without paying any 
sum of money whatever for fare or oth- 
erwise; and such promise and undertak- 
ing on the p:3rt of such successful bidder 
will be made a condition precedent to 
the granting of the aforesaid franchise. 
The successful bidder and his assigns 
must during tlie life of said franchise pay 
to the City of Oakland two per cent (.2 per 
cenft of the gross annual receipts ot tno 
person, partnership or corporation 
to 
whom the franchise U awarded, arising 
from its use, operation or possession. No 
percentage shall be paid for the first fiv-a 
(Gj years succeeding the' date of the 
franchise but thereafter such percentage 
shall be payable annually; ana in the 
event 
said payment Is' not made said 
franchise shall be forfeited. 


Tho granted of said franchise shall fiie 
a bond running to said City of Oakland 
with at least two good and sufficleas 
sureties to be approved by said City 
Council, in thu penal *um of Jo,000, coa-

tea gown should r.c-ver be cut so low in the* 
neck, and. in fart, it should bo made1 with 
a lace yoUe. 
A square neck and cut open 


only in front is tlio, mn*t becoming style, 
but En order to allow of wearing the jeweled' 
collars ihe neck ran be cut low and either 
round or square in shape. The gown itself 
hangs 1 noj.p from the shoulders in tucks, 
pleats or gathf rs, so full and wide around 
the front as to pmsonr a most delightfully 
frou-frou 
eft'e;'t, with countless nifties and 


flounce? of lace. and chilToi: combined; but 
alt the.se flounces and ruffles must be so 
near the front that in no way can they 
interfere with the clincinsr, close effect of 
•he draperies, and even the l i n i n g is of tho 
softest silk. so as DOMO add an Inch in size. 


Lane is above all tho brst lining, and the 


question is only what patterns or "how much 
can be used in long linos, in triangular bands, 
in applique figures, in broad flounce?, in 
ruffles or in straight style.

are in fashion, while tho fad in !ace of the 
same shade as the material is carried out in

moment is, as has been said, an expensive 
and elaborate garment, there are a number 
of styles and materials that can be made up 
for less than ever before known; this be- 
cause (hero is such a variety of choice at 
this time of year. 
The figured silks and 


satius, the fancy veilings, crepe de chine, 
either plain or figured—all are inexpensive, 
if a fabric bo chosen that Is not the very 
latest fashion as regards color. 
Then, too, 


the cotton materials arc considered suitable, 
and some of the cotton crepous are most 
effective for the plainer style of gown. 
Ef- 


fective Persian embroidery is to be found at 
all the large shops a: marked down prices, 
while effective designs in lace or embroid- 
ered chiffon are now possible, and all of 
these are correct trimmings for tea gowns. 


There are this winter an unusual number 


of smart house gpwns made 
in princess 


style, and also with fitted waist and skirt to 
match, that have nothing in common with 
the tea gown save that they are intended 
only for house wear. Strangely do they re- 
semble the summer frocks of batiste silk, 
and even lightweight cloth, and in truth 
may be mistaken for theater gowns, us they 
are made up on almost precisely tlie same 
lines. 
Again white is in the lead as the 


most fashionable of all colors, and most at- 
tractive are the lace and cloth or lace aud 
batiste made up in these house gowns. All 
have long trains, all have fitted waists that, 
while they give the effect of being light-fit- 
ting, are really made to be rather looser 
than the street, gown and are intended to be 
absolutely comfortable. 


Tho lining must tit, but at the same time 


the material put over the lining and the 
trimming ns well is all arranged so as to 
give loose draperies and

If tho gown is princess at the back, 


in tho. front it is trimmed or made to look 
like jacket and skirt, nud while the jacket 
may be partly of lace and partly the ma-

trimmed waist. There Is a tucked chiffon or 
plain lace yoke unlined and the yoke Is out- 
lined with flat bands of lace or embroidery 
so put on ns to give as much width to the 
shoulders an possible, while the sleeves of 
elbow length have either full undersleeves 
of chiffon or lace or arc cut so as to fall 
away from the arms In long plaltings or In 
wingliko effects. There Is a girdle in front, 
sometimes a Jeweled girdle that goes around 
the figure or is arranged in a long point In 
front, or there is a draped bodice effect In 
satin or velvet with Jeweled buttons. 


This bodice is of either the color of the 


gown or black or some pale color such as is 
becoming, but nowhere else on the gown is 
there any contrast of color allowed. Any- 
thing that makes the gown distinctive is con- 
sidered smart; whether

buckles, the way the lace is draped, the 
color of the bodice or the collar of luce or 
jewels, thfro must be some touch of distinc- 
tive individuality to make the gown correct

Tlio Japanese kimono is, as a rule, too 


scanty a garment for coiiifi-.rtr.blo Ameri- 
can wear, but one made on the same lines, 
with a moderate amount of amplitude, is not 
only ;t very becoming- but :i useful style of 
wrapper, as it is so rendlly slipped on, and 
't is so simple of onus t ruction as to bo 
well within the powers of the veriest novice.

any woman who has a treasure bos of odds 
and ends and the slightest artistic knowl- 
edge of dress, for these same old odds and 
ends of ribbon and lace, queer old buttons, 
jeweled girdles and effective but unfashion- 
able trimmings now arc of great advantage, 
and if the slightest taste In tbe arrangement 
can be called out satisfactory results are ob- 
tained. 


Quantity, not quality, Is a good rule to fol- 


low In regard to house gowns, and It is just 
as well—In fact, better—to have two or 
three rather than one very, expensive one, 
and to make the difference one shall be ou 
the tight littlng order and the others more 
on the artistic aud conventional tea gown 
plan. India silk, crepe, de chine and veil- 
ing can be added to the list of materials 
possible, while velvet, satin and brocade are 
none too handsome to include in the cate- 
gory, only be \surc that there Is & long 
enough train, ami that the style chosen is :i 
becoming one and that all the accessories 
arc in keeping, ai.d thc'n it is only a question 
as to how much money shall bo spent for a 
woman to be well dressed In her own house.

material Is eight to eight and a half yards,

The pattern, consisting of half each of th'e 


front and back and a sleeve, is so simple 
that any one may cut it for herself. To 
do this pin some newspapers together, so as 
to obtain long1 strips, then measure along 
the .straight edge for the side length 5TV- 
inches, as shown in the diagram, which is 
clearly mai ked tu obtain the 
necessary 


widths at certain points. Tbe printed lines 
of the newspaper arc of great assistance 
in insuring the measurements across being 
quite straight. 
The pattern cuts a medium 


size, allowing for a lio-inch length from 
front neck to foot edge, and extra allowance 
must be made for a hem.

The sleeves are each a straight length 


4G iucbes long and la1,/; across, or if the 
arm is long it may be more than lo, also 
If desired full length, although they arc not 
as tlaluty looking as if somewhat shorter. 


To cut out the material double the whole 


length of the goods cud to cud and shake the 
two together until the selvages exactly meet. 
Then place the straight edge of the front of 
pattern to the selvage, the foot end to those 
of the material (us In the diagram). Place 
the straight edge of the buck 1.0 the opposite- 
selvages, bringing the narrow end as far up 
the material beside the front as the width 
will periuU. 


IT the sash Is to be of the same, there will 


be plenty of material left from cutting the 
sleeves. If the back is shaped out, it must 
only be a little, and to a quite short waist. 
The silk bands must either be on a perfect 
bias or be cut the exact shape of the edge. 


To make the gown stitch tne seams with 


a very small stitch, turning to the- right side, 
then again to tho wrong ono, inclosing the" 
first turning, ami so making a neat French 
seam, raking up altogether only tho half inch 
allowed ou each edge. TTPSS them as fiat as 
possible, thru make and press tho foot. hem. 
Xext join the bias strips of the trimming, 
notch the salvage well, and pross tho trim- 
mings open, so that the seam will be almost 
Invisible on the right side. .Lay the strip on

To make the sleeve fold the length of ma- 


terial enel to end and place a pin at. one end 
of the fold, as that is to meet the shoulder-

Stitch the two onrls together- and continue 


the seam three or four inches up the side 
crimes toward the pin. Add tho trimming 
band to tho opposite side in tho same way 
as dnwn the front of tlie gown, and slipstitch 
tho two cellos of* It together from i ue bofiom 
seam up 12 inches, which will leave the wrist 
opening above that. Place tho piniiPtl point 
to the shoulder seam and sow to the arm- 
hole, below which hem the sleeve odpes sep- 
arately down to where tho seam commences. 
Tlie I l t r l e diagram of tho made sleeve r.endy 
for putting to the gown will simplify fol- 
lowing ih<_' foregoing Instructions. To add 
tho sash It is bettor to arrange it definitely, 
spwins tho bow and ends on to the upper 
edge ef the gowu and mal-mit,- it fasten over 
the opposite one. This Is to obtain the short- 
wnisted effect shown in my sketch. 


They ft re also frequently worn with a snsh 


or girdle tied loosely around the waist, just 
to keep the fronts wrapped, as there arc uo 
fastenings.
